DEATH OF LORD DURHAM.

DuThun. That amiable, talented, disliiiKOished, 
and much-beluved nobleman, expiied on Monday 
last, at Cowea, wfailfaer he had repaired for the 
beoeSt of bis health, and where appeoraacea bad 
flattered himself and his frieads into the beliel that 
bis TGCoverj was at haqd. His medical adviser, 
indeed, had not been with his Lnnlship for some 
dtjs prior to his decease ; and it was not until 
the morning of Mondaj*, that a decided chan({« for 
Ibe iTorie, which n-as perceived bv bis alTectionale 
and ever-watchful Countei.s, inauced her Lady- 
ship to request the instant attendance of a phj'si- 
cian — whose art, alas, tbough able to foretel, could 
not avert the heavy afllieliun which awaited her.

Lord Durham's career as a public man 
well known and appreciated, to require detail 



euWy at our hands. The county of Durham, in 
particular, will remember him a; the assertor of 
its indq)endence — as the friend, the constant, in- 
flexible, and zealous friend, who, in all cmei^n- 
cics, and under every difficulty, vesponded to its 
call. Firm in his friendships— generous in all hia 
dealings, public and private — munificent in hIa 
charities and in his patronage of the Arts — exem- 

C' ! in domestic life — be converted the name of 
bton into ■ household word, more honourable, 
even, to ils possessor, than the unsullied escutcheou 
wbieh be bore. 

As a statesman — as the ever ready and able scr- 
•ant of his Sovereign — few men have acquired a 
more enviable reputation. O'er bis tomb, two 
worlds will weep. The champion of Reform at 
home — the re-establish er of constitutional frecdoni 
in the Canadas — has raUed his own monument in 
his works — and needs no nobler epitaph than the 
sighs uf those /or whose liberties he laboured, and 
to whose cause, it is to be feared, he, to a certain 
extent, bas aacriticed 4is life. 

Towards this borough, the Noble Earl always 
entertained the most kiudly feelings. His poner- 
ful advocacy of the claims of Gateshead to the 
right of Parliamentary representation, secured its 
retention in the schedule of the Refomi Bill ; and 
• his acceptance ot the invitation to ■ public dinner 
in this horouffh, in the autumn of I833~the first 
of a series of popular compliments paid him on 
his secession from the Administration of the day — 
showed, at once, a preference and an attachment 
not less honourable to our town than to the distin- 
guished neighbour by whom they were evinced. 

The name of Lambton is one of the oldest, as 
well as most honourable, in the kinirdom. With 
the exception of the Lumleys, Earls of Scar- 
borough, the Lamhtuns are the only family in this 
county who still retain the seat from whence they 
derive their name. The Earl of Durham's father 
represented the city of Durham durine; three Par- 
liaments, and died at the early age of 33. I,ord 
Durham was hum on the 12th of April, 1792, and 
entered upon public life, as Member for the county 
of Durham, in 1813, having then but just altained 
his majority. He served Ac county in four Par- 



tiaventa. Hia first appearanee in the Senate wa» 
aa tbe friend of the oppressed. He seconded a 
motion for an address to the Regent in favour of 
the people of Norway, to whom the alternative of 
slavery or famine bad been presented by a band 
oftvrants. From that period until his death, h» 
coniluct was consistent and unchanged. He died, 
the successful restorer of that liberty in America, 
which, in his outset ol life, he demanded for the 

Of enemies, on private ground*, be bad none j 
but to political hostility, of the most relenUess 
kind, he was long and incessantly exposed. Yet 
bis very censors were amongst the first to confess 
his virtues; and, we doubt not, their pmiy ven- 
geance will he allowed to perish on his grave. 

Tbe eulogy of an eminent historian on the 
lather of Ibe deceased, may with truth be applied 
to tbe son ; " On subjects of high political impor- 
tance, on wjiicb variety of opinion Us always ex- 
isted, and ever will exist, he differed with many 
wise and good meu ; and from the ablest of his 
opponenU he received the tribute of respect due to 
talentand unblemished inlegri'y- Thepraiaesduc 
to bis private life are still less disputable. In every 
domestic relation, in the spring and in the noon of 
life, moving in tbe hitfbcst ranks of British society, 
he stood untainted by tbe conUgion of vice or- 
follj— ' blameless and pore — and such was hia re- 
nown. '_He has left to his descendants the memory 
of his many virtues— a mirror tii reflect their 
honour or their disgrace— an inheritance purer 
and richer than the loug-lraced blood or tbe ample 
possessions of their ancient line." 

These words— tbe sentiments of an impartial re- 
conier of departed worth — well apply to tbe la- 
mented Lord ; and, we lully believe, will be sin- 
cerely re-echoed- by all— even hj' those who 
whilst he lived, were tbe most embilUred ol his 
dctractoTa. 

Tbe Barony ol Durham was conferred upon tbe 
deceased in 1828, and tbe Earldom in 1833. Hia 
Lordship was twice married.— Hia first wife, Mis* 
Cholmondeley, died on the 11th of July, 1915; 
and on the 9tb of December, 1816, bis Lordship 
was united to the present Countess, Louisa Eliza- 
beth, second daughter of Earl Grejr. His Lord- 
ship's title and esutes devolve upon his son, Geoi^ 
Frederick D'Arcy, Viscount Lambton, who was 
bom on tbe 5th of September, 1828.

THE LATE EARL OF DURHAM. 

Tre remains of this lamented nobleman reached 
Sunderland, in his lordship's yacht, on Monday last, 
and were conveyed, privately, in a small steamer to 
Lambton Castle the same eveninf;:. They will be 
interred in the family vault, in tbe church of Chester- 
le-Street, on Monday next — and tbe sighs and bless- 
ings ol thousands will be tbe dowers strewed upon 
tbe patriot's grave. 

It is creditable to Ensflisbmen of every rank and 
party, that tbe national regret created by the Earl of 
Durham's death, has been unbroken, save by the most 
" disrepuubie" of the Press — bj a brace of heartless 
outcasts, metropolitan and provincial, whose political 
infamy long ago blunted the dagger and destroyed Uie 
poison with which they woA. Whilst the talented, 
tbe candid, the virtuous of his lordship's political op- 
ponents, have horns testimony to the integrity and 
Doblemindedness of their once powerful antagonist, 
the execrable notoriety ot departing from this rule of 
hononrable impartiality, has been reserved at thii end 



of the island for a mendacious mereenary, by whom, 
during life, bis lordship was most relentlessly and per- 
severingly defamed. This remorseless renegMle, and 
he alone, has dared, blasphemniisly darnd, to talk of 
forgiveness of " wrongs and injuries" which he pre- 
tends to have suffered at liis lordship's hands ! — a 
complaint, gtacious heaven ! from an " assassin's 
tongue" — irom an Bposta.te desperado, who was drawn 
from his obscure and loathsome lurking place, to do 
tbe bidding of maHgnity — tempted with the "price of 
blood" bj the miscreants by whom he was suborned — 
itical CDpartner^ whose dunghill igno- 
t the very sight of the departed Earl, 
and whose only celebrity consists in their connection 
with that " iulemal machine," through whose agency 
they endeavoured to drown the echoes of his lordship's 

We have reason to know, however, that (he frightful 
ruffianism with which the tool of Northumberland 
Ultra-Toryism ha« endeavoured to insult tbe memory 
of Lord Durham, and to increase, if it were possible, 
the sorrows of fais surviving friends, has not only sur- 
prised, but disgusted, the more respectable of the Tory 
party — who, although virtually countenancing, by 
tbeir silence, have nevertheless o(^n and deeply re- 
gretted tbe coui'se of caludnious assailment to which 
his lordship was exposed, during life, in the columns 
ofibeir mendicant Swiss. 

That the success ot his lordship's political exploits 
in the eoanty of Durham, should create h deeply-seated 
dislike and dread of him, in Tory quartern, was what 
might naturally be expected. How well did the de- 
parted peer biniself describe th« poiitiou in which this 
county stood on his first entrance into public life. In 
alludinff to the glorious triumph of his earlier days — 
to the time when, single-handed, be had to contend 
againtt a greater power and influence than was ever 
exerted against one individual — bow truly did be say, 
(in addressing bis friends at Sunderland, in 1833,) "I 
bad against me and against you — forwe were all fight- 
ing for one common cause— tbe influence of iheCrown, 
the Bishop, the Dean and Chapter, the Bench, and the 
greater proportion of the gentry, who were Tories — 
and every resour:!e of that powerful combirvation was 
brought into the field, without the slightest scruple or 
delicacy whatever." Previous to that time there had 
been no popular feeling of any description — " all public 
meetings were beid at tbe gates oftbe Bishop's palace, 
and the reverend prelate generally attended — instruc- 
tions were given to tbe tenants bow they were to vote, 
and tbeir hands were held up according to tbe inclina- 
tion, and in obedience to the bidding of their land- 
lords!" Such was the state of the Bounty of Durham 
when his lordship first contested in the battle-field 
with the enemies of its independence. " We fought 
together," said tbeesri, "and triumphed; and I trust 
the result of that victory has been to place on an im- 
perishable baiis, the independence of this great and 
populous county. The part I t*ok in those tmuao- 
tions, has been constantly a source of tbe greatest 
gratification to me. The recollection of lliem has been 
an incentive to great and laborious eiertioD ; and also, 
let me tell you, a consolation in houn of despair and 
soiTow." How mil and truly did be sp««k '. Amidst 
'all his sufferings, mental and bodily, — bis bneave- 
ments, of wjiieh more than 'the average allotment of 
mortality was visited opon him, — amQst all the slnn- 
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den, die ^Uehoods, the faliie-Milneuiiif^ heaped upon 
bis hesd, the recollection of his successful ndvocncf 
of his cmjntj's rights, a.oA the pleasing perception 
of its fruits, became at once his solace andhis pride. 

To the formal biographer we mar safely leave the 
detail of the Earl of Durham's public services — of his 
honours on the one hand of power — of his ill-treatment 
ou the olhir. To tbe people ol Great BritsiQ,— to 
all the nations that owe allegiance to its crown, such a 
remembrancer is unnecessarj'. Torpid and callous must 
he the heart of tbnt freeman nho has not watched and 
(ifloried in his lordship's high career — who has not felt 
with pride as well bs pain, tbst tbe busy, and anxious 
years of Lord Durham's brief existeute were but a 
seriesof noble sacrifices to the cause of freedom. A 
tbousaud allurements — a lliousand arguments in favour 
of an unbusied and unexciting life, weighed but as a 
feather against his high and inextinguiEh&hle sense of 
duty. Even those most terrible monitors of mortality — 
hia father's and his children's early graves— availed not. 
For eight hundred years his ancestors had preserved, 
unsullied, a reputation for public as well as private 
virtue, and he iJeterniineo that, through him, at least, 
their example should be honourably transmitted. And 
his dearest wish whs, that his son might inherit the 
principles of his fathers. " If I live," said his lordship 
at Kuuderland, in 1S33, " to have superintendence 
over that portion of my family which may he interested 
in the further preservation of your rights, I shall bring 
tbcm up in the principles, the assertion of which re- 
commended their ancestors to your notice:" — words of 
Crumise which, under present circnnulBOces, are as 
eautiful as they arc melancholy and affectinir. 
Such is the man whom the "familiar" ol low, be- 
sotted Toryism, hunted through life with a malignity 
unparalleled, and whose grave the same infuriate tiend 
would fain torbid to close in peace. Shame! we say, 
upon the employers — the paymasters of such a worm; 
and the tongues of indignant millions will answer — 
,, Shame 1" — Aiy. 8. 

FUNERAL OF LORD DURHAM. 

TbB funeral of tbe Earl of Durham took place on Monday, 
Aujust lOlh. It waa truly a day of mouminB and of tcan. 

NeHcaitle, Gslesbead, !iunderland, Sbieldi, Durham, and 
all tbe villafresatound, exhibited sijrniarthatsorrowfal respect 
to wbicb the deceased was so well entitled. Id the rivers 
Tyne and tbe Wtai tb« cnsisns of moumiiig floated from every 
msst— the flag of the lasUe uf NewcasQe "»s hoisted half- 
mast high— Ibe i>rlls of tbe churches tolled the knell of death— 
and the shops in Gateshead, South Shields, Durham, and Sun- 
derland, (in the latter town ciated in pursusnot of a nu- 
mtroudy signed recguisition, addressed to the Mayor,) told a 
tale of afiettiou and respect whiuh the tongue could not have 
ullered half so truly or so well 

We mentioned, last <v«ek, that it was theinleationof several 
cl the friends ana admirers of the lamented noblcmaa to pay 
the last sad tribute of respect and aflection to his memory, by 
following his remains to the ^lavc. And the mDuruful gather- 
ing was worthy both of tbe hving and tbe dead; for It was the 
bewailment, not of a circle of friends alone, bat of ■ whole 
public, and for a loss which, by common uonMnt,wai allowed 
to be irreparable. 

Amon^t tbe assemblage it was gratifying to find members of 
every shade of party; — persons lo whom, on public groundi, 
tbe deceased Lord, during lile, was slcadilT opposed, having 
eagerly adopted IhJE means, wbicb Ibis sad day afibrded tbcm, 
of t^lrini; their respect for hi* inlegrlly, bis talents, and 
above all, bli ipotleas virtue.

THE STADE AND THE SOUND DUTIES. 
(Abitdgrd from tb* JoiinuJ y Caumi m, Aog. S.) 
Wi observe in the RuU Aivertiter an eatract of a letter 
Irom Mr. Hutl, U.P., to Mr. Kicbard ToUie, one of hit consti- 
tuents, which cannot but prove most highlv interesting to all 
connected with the commerce betweoi Clui lungdom and thoM 



paita ol Geimany nf which the Elba is the natunl highway 
•Dd mean* of communiadon. [Here follows tbe letter whicb 
wpeared in last week's Oisnnr.] 

The confidence with which Mr. Hutt writes, inspires iu with 
freatbopMol theaccomplishmeDtof anolgectwhich ha basse 
much at heart, and for wUch be ha< ener^tieaUjr laboured. 

That tbe Slade Duties are altogether lepugnaat to the spirit 
of tbe tieaty of Vienna, is. In our opinion, not W be doubled. 
Thatlreaty stipulated that tbe navigation of riven in tbe terri- 
tories of the powers who were parties to It, from the point where 
each of tbem becomes navigable to its manlh, should be en- 
tirely free; and that the regnlations established, with resppct 
to the police, should be framed alike for all, and a* favourable 
as possible to tbe commene of all nations. Hanover was a 
party u> that treaty; and yet, under the pretence that tbe Stsdc 
lax It a sea (ai, and therefore not subject to the pn>vi,ijns ol 
the treaty, the manarehs ol that kingdom bate, for the lutl 
twenty five years, ci>llectcd, lor (heir own priuilt and pertonat 
emolument, upwards of £70,000 annually ; although Stade is 
distant nearly 60 miles from the tea, and in all previous limes. 
frem 1308 down to 181% has been treated at a lai.sution on 
the river. 

We remarked on a former oceasiqn, when ditcnssing this 
•abject, that in Ibo wb'ile bislory of lamttian there wa^ nothing 
more oppreisive than these dnties. It is not averred that Ibey 
are levied cm aveauntorany seivtces rendered— neither lifiht- 
honaes nor buoys, nor proteotion of any sort. Hamburgh alone 
defnys the expenses aitendunl en the lightage, buoyage, and 
other arraagements necessary for the nai-igation ol the Elbe, 
from its own port down to the tea. The King of Hanoverre- 
veires the average amount ol 210 marks for each vessel thai 
passes the Stade, and in return is at tbe heavy exprni'e ol 
maintaining a guard-ship olT the Castle of Brunibauten to en. 
force tbe regular paymentofhis illeioil demand: The mod* 
in which these duties, (tbe tariffof ibicb retnaiacd unpublished 
notil 1833J are collected and enforced is also unjust and op- 
pressive in the extreme. In'lacl, as Mr. Hutt, in (he debate 
which took place in March last on this subject, frankly re- 
marked, " the whole system of tbe Stade duties is nothing bnt 
one of direct robbciT, which can only be assimilated to the 
outrageont plunder of the Dey of Algiers."

.Wewj extraordinary — not because little baa been 
done — setaioDS, of late jeaia, having' been any tbiDB^ 
but remarkahle for induttry; but because it has ai- 
forded unequivocal evidenoea ol the- utter annihilation 
of T017 power, and of the utter bopeleuuesa of any at- 
tempt, henceforth, to place tbe ancient eneraiea of the 
people in tbe aeats of government. 

How humiliating to tbemore reflecting andatraighl- 
forward of the Tory party, must bo the retr<«pect of 
the last fen months ! How painful the contrast af- 
tnrded by the fulnunations ot the Torj leadera, bo ter- 
rible and frequent at tbe commeDcement of tbe Kuion, 
and tbe recreancy and despondeDc; exhibited by the 
setf-same tbundereiB at its close ! Where are now the 
propbeta, tbe public orosecutora of the Tory bost, 
whose vaticinations and impeachmenti so very retxntly 
couaumed the lime of both House*, and (pread fear 
and trembling o'er the land F Why, we were told, week 
after week, that tbe blow was to be immediately 
■truck— that the hair by which the sword of Tory 
vengesnce hang ovei the Cabinet wai on the very 
point of being' cut — that the Whiga were to be caftt out 
of Downin^-stieet, detected auddiigneed, w>d the 
ancient glones of the empire to be leriTed ande' *^* 
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virtumii aiispieei ot LotdH Ljndharst and Canterbury 
HI the Feers,Mid tbe DotleMuprii;htand honest itates- 
manihip of Lord Stanley or Sir James Grebsm in tb« 
House Delow. 

The campaign, however, has terminated, not nnlr 
without injjry to the MiniiteriBl phalanx, hut vitb 
tbelowot ■eTeralitrongholds'in tbepartof theenenj'. 
The Canadas hare been secMred to the mother-countrj, 
not by those Tory meaai, tbe musket and the sabre, 
but by tbe bonds of political fellowship and constitu- 
lional freedom. The cause of relif^on has been also 
promoted in those tnnsatlaiitic provinces, by a settle- 
ment of the "reserves" question — by enabiing' the 
Canadians to carry on improvement in districts where 
Tory intolerance tias constantly forbidden it, and by 
farming that best and only durable union between re- 
ligion and tbe stale, which is based upon mutual con- 
fidence and impartial prolentiou. 

That such a pacification of the Canadas was a 



machinery by which the glorious results to which < 
allude have heen attained — have been depreciated and 
condemned by that lamented nobleman's defamers, the 
more and more bitterly as their fruits adranced to- 
wards maturity. Hrnce. tbe blind as well as pany 
malice which Ine grave itself could not silence — and 
which, with Canadian peace and Canadian gratitude 
staring it in the face, has dared to say that Lord 
Durham's mission was a failure. But the country 
has cause to thank the Tories for the key wbich this 
slanderous falsehood affords ti> tbe principles they 
would fain conceal. If to save a country from tbe 
devastations ind miseries of civil strife — from tbe iron 
despotism of irresponsible and uncontrolUble authority, 
be a failure, it needs but little reflection to disrcTer 
the meaning wbich Toryism attai-hes to the word 
"success." King Ernest's proceedings in Hanover, 
and Lord Durham's in Canada, explain it all. The 
one created, the other destroyed a Constttution. The 
doings of the King, therefore, according to the Tories, 
were most successful, whilst those of the Peer were a 
failure ! 

Leaving Canada, let us direct our attention to mal- 
ters of equal moment at home. In England and in 
Ireland, let us look at the present position of the 
Tories — and at what it t ' ' 



tbe seuion ? The Chorcfa in the one country, the 
Corporations in the other, have been visited with that 
correcting hand which Tory Peers denounced as de- 
structive of the best interests of the people, and which 
a Tory Prelate blasphemously described as nrovocative 
of the wrath ot Heaven. Bishops have exhibited them- 
selves in the unsightly scene of a prize-fight— in a 
contest for canonries and prebends, which the very 
highest authorities in the Church bad but just pro- 
nounced to be injurious and indefensible. Thusegreatest 
oftbe enemieaoi the Church, ho never — the vipers which 
she fosters in her own bosom — have been signally and 
exemplarily confounded, and a commencement of a 
new system — of an attempt to render the hire more 

Eroportionate to the services of the clerical labourer — 
as been made under circumstances well calculated 
to inspire with confidence and joy every sincere and 
unworldly adherent of the Establishment. 

The Irish Corporations — those filthy nests of intole- 
rance and corruption — have also met their doom. No 



more shall the Orangemen ot Dublin, and their fero- 
cious imitators in the municipalities of Ireland, insult 
the representatives of their Sovereign, and trample on 
the liberties of her subject*. No more shall creeds be 
resorted to, as tests ofcivil fitness, as marks of dis- 
tinction between the freeman and the slave. Crime 
itself seems paralyzed at the gladsome prospect- 
Judge after Judge congratulates the Irish counties on 
the rarity of offences— on the omens of proaperity 
which hover orer the land— and the despair and fury 
of Uie ancient municipal monopolists ot the country 
foretel, much more powerfully than language, Uie 
toUl extinction of their power on the restoration of 
that liberty frwm which, for centuries, their hapless 
victims have been excluded. 

Lord SUnl^, too, the Coryphmus of his party, 
shrunk from the conflict he commenced with an al- 
ready deeply-injured and incited country. His Re- 
gistration Bill died the death of tbe unrigbteous. The 
past session, therefore, amongst other things, has 
shown the desire, as it has also exposed tbe inability, 
of the Orange oppressors of Ireland, to forge fresh fet- 
ters for its people. The lordly recreant did bis ut- 
most to destroy the franchises of thousands ; but be 
retreated, disgraced, at least, if not abashed, from the 
inglorious rencontre. 

Tlie country, the Tories tell us, is, in reality, go- 
verned by them. Well, we have given a alight sketch 
of the present position of matters, domestic and Cana- 
dian, and we leave the reader to award the palm to 
the party that deserves it. 

Of foreign topics, her Majesty's speech sufficiently 
treats, to render comment unnecessary. The brim- 
stone and other questions have been dealt with, ralher 
contrary to Tory advice; and with what success, we 
leave Messrs. Plummer, Doubleday, Cai^l, Cookson,

vicinities hare, in ancient or modern times, been de- 
lig-hted and improved. In tracing the intellectual 
pTo>ress of this district, the amazinf;' variety of the 
Polytechnic Eihibition, the singular mixture of grace 
andutility, the vast concourse ol people of every class 
that have passed throng'' ^^^ rooms, must necessarily 
be the subject of enthusiastic commendatiou and grave 
inquiry. The meeting ol the British Asiiociatioti in 
Newcastle was nothing, in its results, compared with 
the Exhibition which closed on Wednesday, Sept. 2. 

It is pleasant to contemplate tbe positive happiness 
that has been administered to so many thousanaa, from 
the eth of Aptii last to the 3rd of September. LonK, 
long, hereafter, when the old have departed, and the 
younger visitors have reached mature age, the rich and 
varied intellectual feast provided by the Exhibition 
Committee, and b^ the liberal cnotrtbutora who sup- 

Sorted that Committee, will he the theme of earnest 
escription, and numbered among the miracles that 
have passed away. 

Not tbe least extraordinary portion of the resnlts of 
this Exhibition, is the Isrge sum left as profit for di- 
vision among the three institutions. The Fine Arts 
Society, and tbe Mechanics' Institutes of Newcastle 
and Gateshesd, will derive a bonus ol not less than 
iSOO each, from the clear gains of the Exhibition. 
Thousands bsve thus been gratified and enlightened 
at a small cost to each, while a considerable portion of 
the sum contributed will be devoted agrain t- *^~ 
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set|uence, to tbe benefit of all. The usefulness and 
vigour of [he three institutions we have named, will be 
promoted by every sixpence which alTurded tu the 
giver such a vast fund of rational entertainment. 

We have heard much speculation, and have been 
favoured with much advice, as to the best and most 
prudent modes of disposing of the sura received by 
each institution. Tbe Mechanics' Institute of tbi* 
borough will, of course, be solitary in the enjoyment 
of its newly-acquired capital. In whatever way the 
sister-institutions, on the other side of the water, may 
choose to spend their portions — whether together or 
sepamlely — the Gateshead sum will be disposed of in 
Gateshead alone. We think, however, that as a build- 
ing for the Mechanics' Institute is much needed in 
Gateshead, the memben will now determine to supply 
the deficiency, and be undecided only as to matters ol 
detail. 

In regard to tbe Newcastle Mechanics' Institution, 
and the Fine Arts Society, we think that both need 
lar^r rooms than the^ at present occupy. We do not 
desire that these institutions should sink their capital 
in building ; but we believe it would be worthy of con- 
aideration on the part of Mr. Grainger, to plan a 
structure which would accommodate the Fine Art* 
Society, the Mechanics' Institution, the Medical Insti> 
tutiou, and the Antiquarian Society — the two last of 
which, we leam, are much in want of additional con- 
venience and room. A good rental might be obtained 
by Mr. Grainger from these bodies, and nis own capital 
be profitably invested. 

The Fine Arts Society, and the Newcastle Me- 
chanics' Institution, by an arrangement of this kind, 
could devote their share of the Exhibitton profits to tbe 
advancement ol their own peculiar objects.

FATAL COAL-PIT ACCIDENT. 

An appalling calamity occurred on tbeSSrd of 
after midnight, at the Paraacres coal-pit, Benshai 
mite ol this borougli. 

About balf-pasl 13' o'clock, the banksman heard a noise in 
the pit, rssembling (ai he describes it) a peal of thunder. He 
shouted tn the men below, inquiring what had occurred ; and 
receiving no reply, ht shouted again. 'There was still no an- 
swer. He then threw a ktonc into the pit, andpvrceived that it 
fell amongst water; and within two minutes of the time which 
he heard the loud noise, the pit (which ii 30 fathoms deep) 
was filled with water to the lop.

A TALE OF TFNE BRIDGE. 

It ia at all limea most painrul to us to appear in th« 
capaci^ of acciuen — especially when the objecta of 
our censure are neighbours, with whom, botb frtim in- 
dinatiau and duty, we have »Iwajs endearoorei) to 
cultivate a frnod undentandinif. We are obliged, 
hoHSTer, on this occasion, to tell a tale which, we are 
quite sure, will surprise many of our distant readers-- 
especially when they find that it is not only " founded 
oi> fact," but ii (act itwl(. 

For aereral weebs, we bare pointed out the daiiger>

and the answer we have received has been— a con- 
temptuous, an inhuman silence ! No e Sort at repair 

no promise, even, has been made. The only coune, 
therefore, left to us, is, to point ODt tbe parties on whom 
the responsibility rests, and leave the public to execute 
tbe tasic which we have ineffectually attempted. 

Be it linowQ, then, that there was a toU-houae for- 
merly, at the south-west coroerof Tyne Bridge, on the 
site of tbept«misea now occupied as a police-station, and 
hy Mr. Walker, the haidwareman — premises which 
were conveyed, it seems, to tbe Corporation of New- 
castle in 1772, under the authority of an Act of Parlia- 
ment passed in that year, for the erection of a tempo- 
rary bridge over tbe Tyne, (in the place ol tbe old one, 
which was destroyed by a great flood on ibe ]7tb of No- 
vember, 1771,) and tor ue making of a proper ap- 
proach thereunto from tbe south; which Act specially 
provided, that " the ground to be purchased in pur- 
suance, on the north side of the street called Fipewell- 
gate, in the parish of Oateahead, for the making a way 
or passage to and from the said temporary bridge on 
tbe south side of the said river Tyne, or so much and 
■uch part and parts of such ground ai shall be neces- 
larv for the purpose of making a commodious, free, 
and open passage to a new stone bridge, when the 
same bridge shall be built, ihall for ettr, alter tbe 
building of inch stone bridge, remain, continue, and 
he Jar tkt M4e of tkt puMic, for the purpose aforesaid." 

So much for tbe toll-house, which is now claimed 
as tbe property of the Corporation of Newcastle, and 
for which that body receives an annoal rent Now let 
us treat of the toUs, so long and carefully collected 

Tbe purchating of the premise* just referred to, and 
the erection of a temporarjr bridge, could, of coarse, be 
only effected at a considerabk expense. Tbe Act, 
therefore, allowed the Uayor, Aldermen, and Common 
Council of Newcastle, to reimburse themselvei of all 
money expended hy them, (over and above a turn which 
they had voluntariiy contributed,) by certain tolls, to 
be collected until tne reimbursement should be com- 
plete — and no longer. The temporary bridge and 
tolls were to continue only tor seven yean| but in 
1779, another Act was pasted, for the ouilding of a 
stone bridge, and permitting the tolls to be continued 
for twelve years from that date, or until the expendi- 
ture on the bridge and approaches should be reim- 
bursed — and authorizing certain improvements in the 
approach from tbe south ; and a third Act in 1788, 
sanctioned further improvements in Gateshead, (Bridge- 
street, Church-sUvet, Sic.,) and permitted the trustees 
tn continne the tolls, if necessary, for twelve year* 
longei^-thai is, for twentr-four yean from 1779. 
Three Acts would have sufficed, in all probability, in 
tbe present da^, for the restoration of a bridge ; but in 
the good old tunes of unreformed Corporations, busi- 
ness of this kind was more cautiously and gradually 
conducted. In T801, therefore, a fourth and finalAcI 
was asked for, and obtained ; the preamble of which 
states, that the twenty-four years granted by previous 
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•UtutM would eiDire in 1803 — that the tolls would not 
paj die taoncT toen due on the credit thweof— and 
that it would be of great publin utility, if the bridge 
were widened, and its tben breadth of 28 feet enlai^ed 
b^aa increase in width of 12 feet. Parliitnent, in 
conaequence of tbia state of tbings, permitted the tolls 
to be continaed, if Deeesuij, for 21 years longer — un- 
til not only the bridge, and all expenditure connected 
with it, should be repaid, but until a sum of one thou- 
sand POUNDS, also, shnuld be raised, " to be laid nut, 
or ioTested, in the purchase of stock, in some of the 
public stocks oi funds, or upon nther eovemment 
seeuritj, at interest, iu the names of the Mayor and 
Burgesses [of Newcastle], and of the Bishop of Dur- 
ham lor the lime being, who should, fVoin time to time, 
lay oat or inteat in Uieir Dimes, in like manner, the 
yearljr diridead or interest of the stocks, funds, and 
secunties, ao to be purchased, us the same should, from 
time to time, be received, (after pay in f[ thecosts of such 
investmeat,) for the purpose ol accumulation, and which 
accumutatton ifaoula be and remain a fund fob tbb fd-

The Act also f-f^uirn the Mayor and Burgesses, and 
the Bishi'p of Durham, to cause the said additional 
atone arelies, and the paraptti thertof, to he for nrr 
tuppOTted, maintained, and kept » repair, in so far as 
the accumulated fund will permit. 

Now, we entirely acquit the Bishop of Durham, not 
only of any neglect, but ol any knowledge of the 
trusteeship imposed upon him, in common with the 
Corporation of^ Newcastle, by the Act of 1803. We 
cannot, however, extend the same indulgence to the 
co-lrusteea of the worthy Prelate. We are quite sure, 
that more officers than one of the Corporation are fully 
co^izant of the duty attaching In iheir employers, and 
which has been ao scandalously neglect^. Our re- 
peated appeals, however, having been made in vain 
wehaveDootherexpedientleAusthantheremonstrance 
which we now respectfullv, but publicly, addrcas tothe 
Bishop of Durham. We have fully staled the case— 
we have told a plain, unvarnished tale. That there 
must be an accumulated fund, and a veiy large one, 
too, is certain — the repairs of the parapet, since the in-' 
vestment of the thousand pounds, having been of the 
most triBin)[ description. We are sure we need only, 
then, mention the circumstance to the Biahop, to in- 
sure bis Ij)rd ship's ready co-operation in proteeting the 
fi'ea— and the ngbts, too — ol the nublic, in connection 
with Tyne bridge. It must he borne in mind, (and 
the Bishop of Durham will, we feel assured, be the 
firat to admit ig that not only should the paraut be 
repaired, but a true and correct account of thia fund and 
Its accumulation should be annmlfy publithed, ioi the 
infoimadouufthose who, muchtbore than its custodiers, 
are interested in its maintensnce.— Oct. M.

This led to the disooverr, tbat electrici^ was gi»en out by the 
steam with great rapidity, and might be colleoled as from a 
powerful electrical macbine.—! t has been ascertained, moreover, 
that the phenomenon does not arise (mm any circumstances 
peculiar lo the boiler in which it was first obsen-ed; for in 
many other boilers, which have since been tried, the steam has 
been found to develop electricity yery copiously. — The subject 
is being followed up here hj experiments, and has been brought 
under the notice of some of the most eminent scientific men of 
the day. It ii not nnlikelythat the newlv-discovered pheno- 
menon may lead to important results, in advancing our know- 
ledge of (be nawre of the subtle and mysterious fluid, and form 
tn erain the history of electrical ic' "

■team up to a pmaure of thir^-flre poandi an inch, and blow- 
ing off ttrongly at tbe joint in Ibe boiler. Tbe day wat ■ little 
damp, but yet not unfavonrable, and we were inbnned on 
alighting Chat the indicatiana of electricity were very bint and 
weak r hoi;ever, we proceeded to onf culmination, of which 
the fbllawing U the result.

-taking into coiisideration tbe proiressive prosperity of New- 
castle, thai tbe aam wonld not be less than £iafiOO. Tbe ap- 
plication of this revenue to educational purposes, he had no 
daubt,wou1d be readily conceded. (Applause-) He bad great 
pleasure in seconding the resolution.

easteru and western parapet, afford a frigbtfully ready 
means — tvill leatn with reeret and surprise, uiat the 
Toirn Clerk of NewcasUe miormed ibe Town Council 
of that town, on Uondny last, that tbe fund to which 
we referred in a previous number of tbe Obterver, is 
not, as we stated, appticahle to the repair of the parapet. 

We entertain a bigh respect for Mr. Clarion; and 
we should, in anj case of our own, rel; upon the inter- 
pretationsof statute-law bj that ffeutlemaii as implicitly 
as npon those of anj' other tnemner of his profession ; 
hut we should require to be conyiuced, at the same 
time, that he had carefuU; perused the statute upon 
which our case dejwnded. That be cannot have done 
so in the present instance, wc undertake to show. 

The old bridge fell in 1771. A temporary hrid^ was 
erected Ehortly afterwards — ^aud this was succeeded hy 
a stone one ; which being thought too narrow fi>r tbe 

Sineral convenience, an Act was obtained in 1801, au- 
orizing the " building on, aud projecting from, the 
■alient angles" of tbe then bridge, stone arches, of such 
dimensians as would f^ve an additional width* of 
twelve feet at the least, and directing tbe trustees " to 
make and trecl a faripet tAn-eon, of luch dimensions, 
fbim, and materials," as should be tbouKht proper. 
This Act continued the then existing tolls for such 
period of time (not exceeding 31 jears) as would en- 
able tbe Commissioners not onl; to pa; off all tbe 
money borrowed for tbe building ot tbe additional 
arches and parapet thereon, hnt also an additional 
thousand pounds, wbicb they were authorized to raise 
and invest iu public securities, in the names of the 
Corporation of Newcastle and the Bishop of Durham, 
as s fund for the perpetual keeping in repair of " the 
said additional stone arches, and thi parapet tkereof." 
TheActoflSOleonfinned the riEht of ownership of 
the Corporation of Newcastle and the Bishop of Dnr- 
bam to ibeir respective portions of the stone bridge as 
it then stood, and fined upon them tbe liability of 



maintenance and repair; but as tbe additional slooe 
arcbes and parapet would not belong to these parties, 
tbe Act, of course, provided for their repair in the way 
we have mentioned. 

Thai the stone bridge, ia the original aUte, had a 
parapet, is trae ; and bad such parapet remained, iU 
repair, of course, would have fallen on its owners ; bat 
tbe present parapet is the propeny of the public— it 
was built undera special Act of Parliament, which not 
only exempts the Corporation and Bishop from th« 
charge, hut provides tbe means, of repairing it for 

But in order to prevent the slightest possible mi». 
understanding on this imporUnt queatiou, we deem it 
right to lay before tbe public those clauses of tbe Act 
41st Geo. TIL, which bavereference to the repair of tbe 
parapet The Act was passed to " continue and amend 
an Act made iu tbe 28th year of his Majesty's Reign, 
intituled 'An Act for enlarging the terms and uowera 
of two Acts of Ibe I2tb and IBtb years of bii Majesty's 
Reign, made for huildina: a Temporary Bridge, and 
completing a new Stone Bridge over tbe River Tjne, 
between the town of Newcastle-upon-Tyne, aud Galea- 
head, in tbe county of Durham, and making tbe ave- 
nues to, and passing over the same, more eommodious ■ 
and tor removing aud preventing nuisances and aiinoy- 
ancea in the streets, lanes, or avenues leading to the 
said stone bridge within the town of GatesbeaJ, in the 
county of Durham; and for enabling the trustees 
named in the ssad Act to widen and entaige the said 
new stone bridge.' " The preamble, which recites the 
previous Acts, and tiie matters done by tbe trustees in 
pursuance thereof, and states that ti>e term of rears 
granted by Parliament would expire on th&24ih of 
June, 1803— that tbe tolls collected hy that time would 
not be .ufficienl to pay off the money due on (be credit 
thereof— and Ihjt tbe Mayor and BurgCEses of New- 
castle, and the Bishop of Durham, are entitled to the 
said bridge, and sre bound to repair the same— the 
former northward, aud the latter southward from the

DEAR AND CHEAP BREAD. 

At the meeting of the electors in the town. hall, Bolton, last 
week, it oas stated by Mr. Natsby, whose situation as one of 
the overseers oi the poor renders his evidence unquestionable, 
that the whole amount of tbe rate* lud in Great Bolton for the 
three vears from March, 1834, to March, 1837, was less than 
£12,060, white the liabilities ol tbe overseers lor the prerent 
year are alrea<^yabout£13p00, b«Qg more in one year than 
in the former three Tears. This statement seemed to astonish 
many of those who beard it; but we find on examination, that 
tbe diSerence between the expenditure of the two periods — the 
three years of cheap food, lB34,lS3fi, and 1636, and the single 
year of dear food, 1840— is still greater tban wfaat Mr. Nalsby 
stated. Tbe airount of rates laid for tbethree yean mentioned

dians for relief. In tbe early part of tbe present year, a nib- 
•cription was opened for tbe relief of perioo in distress, who 
bad no daim on tbe poor-rate ; and the amount nf money ex- 
pended for that purpose, in the course ol two or three months, 
was £3,650.

Summonses 
were >ent to the principal Cabinet Misiiteni and the [rreat 
Officers of Slate in town) and expresses were lorw anted to 
the Marquii of Lanidowne, Lord President of the Council, at 
fail leat, BoBOod Park, WilU, and to the Earl ofClamndoD, 
Lord Priry Seal, at Watford. 

Some of the Cabinet Minister* and Great Officeri of State 
arrived before twelve o'clock ; and between twelve and one the 
Archbishop of Canterbury and the Bishop of London aiTired 
at the palace.

ELECTRICITY OF STEAM. 

Wb were the Bnt to announce the recent discovery of the 

eiListence of electricity, to an enormous extent, in the steam 

discharged frok steta-enfiM bolleni and we are now the 



first to lay before the pubb'c a satisfactory eipIaDation of that 
singular phenomenon. 

Since we flr>t noticed the anbject, experiments have been 
actively prosecuted by Mr. W. G. Armatrong, of Newcastle, in 
coi\i unction with Mr.* Robert Nicholson, tbe engineer, upon the 
locomotive-engines of lbs Newcaitle and North Shields Rail, 
way J and which have led lo the conclaiion, that (be electricity 
is developed by the cDtuJcnjoIJon which taus place when the 
steam escapes into tbe air. 

Our infonnani, who was present, and look part at most of 
these eiperimen(s, (umiabe* us with the following particulars 
and observations: — 

When (he steam wai discharged Ibnnigh atnbe composed of 
hollow glass rods, coonected together with brass s(op.cocks, 
none oftbe cocks, except (he last ope, or that Irom which the 
steam issued into (he air, indicated ritber negative or positive 
electricity. The iteam, (bercfore, eoald not possess ft-te elec. 
tricily in Iht boiler; for if it did, it would have imparted Hi 
positive electricity (o all the cocks (broogb which it pasted on 
Its wav to the discharging oriSce, Neither could (ha electricity 
be acquired bt/JricHoa in tba tube; because, in that eaie, tbe 
steam would have absorbed the natural electricity of the cocks, 
and rendered them neoaWoefu eiectrical. 

The air in tbe vicinity ol the jet of steara yielded potiliit 
electricity: whereas, if the steam had acquired it* electricity 
by expaaiion, or otber mechanical process, operating on its 
escape from the orifice, the ai^acent atmosphere would have 
been deprived of its electricity, and made ne^aiipe. Everything, 
therefore, but conilnuitfian wasdttproved ; and (hatcomlensa- 
lion should really be (he cause of the phenomenon, is perfectly 
consonant with reason i since it has long been known, that 
electricity is taken up in evaporuion, and given back in con- 
densation, although [be talent of the electrical disturbance has 
hitherto been Bap,<oted to be very small. 

A pointed wire, passed into the steam, (faroagh a glass tube 
inserted in the boiler, drew o9 no electricity ; which fomisbed 
an additional proof, (bat actict electricity did not exist in tbe 
steam within the boiler. Upon insulating tbe boiler, it became 
Hegalinly electrical, proving an absorption of electricity by 
the steam, and thereby corroboraling the eaplanation just 
given of the phenomenon. . 

By collecting (he electricity from a copious jet of steam, by 
means of a great number of pointed wires, effects were produced 
equal to tha<;e of an onusnally powerful eleetriiying machine- 
Sparks of no less tban four inches long were obtained ia rapid 
succession 1 and in tbe eiperimenta in which tlw glass tabes 
weieemployed, the most beautf--' - ' " "

Not that I respect 
Prince Albert the less, as has been ignoianlly and maliciously 
asserted, but that 1 respect tbe lave and oonstitntion more. 

Such are my reasons for the courae I pursued. It was done 
oansiderately, and I take upon myself the entire responsibility 
of the order of toasts ; and if Pnnce Albert's health is to be 
given apart from Aht of the Queen, I humbly conceive 1 am 
right If I am wrong, I hope 1 may be set right by some com- 
petent antbority.

Tiie county-rale, gentlemen, is an 
ancient tax, by which the magistrates are enabled to perform 
certain functions, which they are hound to discharge, by theirduty 
to Ihe Crown and to the public. Anciently, Ihe Sheriff, on bii 
own responsibility, levied what he Ihonght sufficient to enable 
him Id discharge the duties ol maintaining bridges, gaols, &c 
The county, you are aware, is a corporation, and can be prose- 
cuted, il it neglect to provide bridges, gaols, &c., or if it do not 
maintain them in a state of efficiency- In later times, the Lo. 
gislainre thought it right to commit to the Justices the levying 
and management of the county-iate. This was as early as the 
reii^ of Henry the Eighth. Since that time, other duties 
have been imposed upon the Icviers and managers of Ihe rate. 
Various Acts have been passed, continuing the Justices in the 
management of the county-stock, and extending the purposes 
to which it is applicable. Undoubtedly, those who find the 
money have a perfect right to look after its managemenL (Ap- 
plause.) If you a.ik my opinion ol the present constitution of 
our counties, in thi'i respect, I say at once it is not bo free is it 
ought to be. (Applause) The minogement of the county, 
stock is committed entirely to the discretion ol the Justices of 
the Peace. Speaking not only for myself, hut also, I may sty, 
for my colleagues, we are unconscious of any mismanagement — 
not merely mismanagement to the extent of corruption, bnt 
even to the extent ol a want ol economy. The rite, I believe, 
is as carefully managed in Northumberland, as in any other 
county in the kingdom { and wc are ready and willing to sub- 
mit lo the most searching inquiry. (Applause^) As a proof, 

B'aints made elsewhere, Ihe Legislature was induced la pass a 
ill, which gave publicity, but did not give direct conlroul, the 
Justices of Northumberland did all in their power to give Ihe 
ratepayers an indirect onntroul over the expenditure — they not 
only, in compliance with the Aci, transacted the financial busi- 
ness of Ihe county in open court, but they also published an 
abstract of the accounts — which they were not hound to do. 
(Applause.) 1 do not say, that this is sufficient — I do not 
think it is: but it is the ulmosi conlroul tliat the Justices can 

Reform came. The boroughs were remodelled : the ratepayer 
were clothed with a direct controul over the bornugh-stock. 
And.il is quite reasonable thattheratepaiersin counties should 
demand the same privilege. (Applause.) The answer of the 
Legislature may probably be, that Ihe Justices of the Peace 
manage the rate uprightly, and ^ey ought not to be deprived 
of a power which they have not abused. But 1 do not think 
that such an answer would be reasonable, after the remodelling 
of the boroughs. I agree with you that you are entitled Id 
privileges similar to those which have been conlerred upon the 
ratepayers of corporate towns- You have passed resolations— 
passed them unanimously — in which you state that yon do not 
compl^nof the Justices, but of an unjust system, over whioh 
they have no controuL Yon have adopted a petition to Parlia- 
ment, as you have an undoubted rightto do; and I hupe tblt 
Ihe Legislature will attend to its prayer.
